There is being set out herein an account o"T^Confidential Informant 
GREGORY’S recent attempts to enforce her demand for on^>year's severance 
salary which she claims was promised to her by JOHfj H,,)^IYNOLDS, President 
and sole stockholder of the U. S. Service and Shippifig Corporation, and par- 
ticularly the contacts between GREGORY and attorney Thomas J. Donegan. 

On January 2A, ^7, GREGORY held a prolonged telephonic conver- 
sation with CRGLRIES E/l^l&RMAN of the law firm of Clark, Carr and Ellis, 
and after extended dis^ssion, during which time BAICKEFO^AN represented 
to GREGORY that he thought he was acting with full authority from his client, 
a compromise figure of $10,000 in full settlement of all GPiEGORY’S claims 
against the corporation was reached. On that date it was further decided 
I t^t I'r. BANNERJ'AN and GREGORY would confer the following day in order that 
appropriate entires might be made on corporate records so as to reflect the 
decision to "^y h^ this amount. On January 25, 1947, however, GREGORY pro- 
ceeded to L'r. BANKERVAN'S office and was informed that he was not in and 
his whereabouts unknown to his office. It later developed that at the time 
she was in his office, Mr. BANMERI.'AN was in fact at the office of the U. S. 
Seivice and Shipping Corporation, and the net result of the confusion as to 
the meeting place was that there was no meeting that day. Daring that 
weekend GREGORY communicated telephonically several times with Special 
Agent T. G, Spencer and expressed her deep apprehension that Ihr. BANNER74AN 
was not acting in good faith and that it appeared to her she was being vLc- 
timized. 


On January 27, 1947, Special Agent J. ¥. Kelly conferred with 
GREGORY, at which time she was advised to proceed to her office in routine 
fashion inasmuch as it was felt that she probably would receive some word 
from ?ir. EAKNERKAN day. Subsequently that day she advised that l!r. 

EANNERJiAN and a Mr JfraouCH of his firm had arrived at the corporation offices^ 
had collected all-'^he corporate books and records, as well as the seal, 
and that BANNERMAN had informed her that he had consulted with his client, 
who told him he fwould nqfetjoKiade to the previous compromise of his of

$10,000, but rather that he would offer GREGORY only six months' salary at 
a monthly rate of $600 rather than $800, and that from that total of $3,600 
would be subtracted the $2,000 cash bonus which GREGORY received at Christ- 
mas in 1946. These developments very seriously upset the informant, inas- 
much as she had expected to receive at least $10,000, and she became very 
insistent on the proposition of securing an attorney immediately to take 
any possible action. 

Assistant Special Agent in Charge Belmont of this Division tele- 
phonically furnished Wr. J. K. Mumford at the Bureau a summary of the above 
developments on January 27, 1947, and suggested that it might be advisable 
to have former Assistant Social Agent in Charge Thomas J. Donegan handle 
GREGORY'S claim, inasmuch as he had considerable knowledge concerning the 
case and of course could be entrusted with all details of the matter. It 
was pointed out by }4r. Belmont that if GREGC'RY were to secure an attorney 
at random it might conceivably happen that she would disclose tc him facts 
whiich might result in embarrassing the Bureau's position in the matter, 
as well as possibly jeopardizing any future prosecutions in this case. 

On January 28, 1947, "r. Vumford informed Vr. Belm.ont that it 
would be satisfactory for GREGORY to be referred to Kr. Donegan, who was im.- 
mediately notified by }.'r. Belm.ont, and subsequently that day conferred per- 
sonally with him in the New York Office. Mr. Donegan informed i'r. Belmont 
that he would of course be very happy to be of any assistance in the m.atter, 
although he pointed out that if the claim subsequently resulted in litigation 
it might become necessary to have the trial of the matter handled by another 
attorney so far as the Court aspects of the case were concerned. He was of 
the opinion, however, that REYKOLDS' position is very vulnerat^' inasmuch as 
his previous associations with persons like EAR^BRC''i7IER, lEl^JalARRIS , and 
other Coimnunist Party functionaries would of c«mrse be brought into the open 
in the event he elected to allow the matter to go to trial. It was particu- 
larly felt that REYNOIDS would not care to have publicly known the fact that 
of the initial $20,000 investment in his firm, $15,000 of it was personally 
supplied by LEi^ HARRIS, undoubtedly out of Conmunist Party funds. Mr. Donegan 
offered to consult with GREGORY at her convenience, and an appointment was 
accordingly made for the morning of January 29, 1947, at his office, 110 
East 42nd Street, New York City. Mr. James Strickland of the Bureau was in- 
formed by Mr. Belmont of these late developments on January 29, 1947. 

On January 29, 1947, Mr. Donegan informed Mr. Belmont that earlier 
that day he had conferred with GREGORY and also sadd that he had telephonically 
communicated with attorney BANNERMAN to notify the latter that he was repre- 
senting GREGORY. It might be noted that when BANNEPO.'AN told GREGORY on 
January 27, 1947, that his client had not backed up his compromise offer, 
he candidly informed her that he felt she should retain an attorney and gave 
her the impression that his own client was acting in a very reoicitrant manner. 
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New York, N. Y. 
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and that the natter might be settled without much trouble if an attorney 
"i representing GRIGORY made an appearance. 

On January 30, 1947, Special Agents Spencer and Kelly conferred 
with Mr. Donegam at his request, and he indicated at that time that he felt 
GREGORY might have a good cause of action on the theory of an anticipatory 
breach of contract, and he was of the opinion that judging from the con- 
ciliatory remarks made by Mr. BAKKEHI.'AN, a settlement would probably be 
forthcoming, although he realized that REYNOLIB is an unusual person and at 
the present time is drinking excessively and probably is not in full control 
of his faculties at all times. Mt. Donegan declared that if a settlement 
offer were not forthcoming within a very few days, he felt that the best 
procedure would be for him to serve a summons and complaint on BAKTfERMAIs’, 
i who had previously acknowledged that he would accept service for the cor- 
poration. 

On ■Ptebruary 4, 1947, Mr. Donegan advised that he had done some 
\ research on the matter and felt at that time that the position of the Chase 
National Bank as to their refusing payment for the $5200 item drawn by in- 
formant in January, 1947, payment of which was stopped on the basis of 
REYNOLDS’ oral instructions, was probably sound and could not successfully 
be attacked because there was no indication of bad faith on the bank’s part, 
and that they could even petition the Court for permission to place the amount 
in escrow p>ending decision as to whether REYNOLDS’ oral revocation of in- 
formant's previous written authorization to sign corporation checks was valid. 
He also requested on this occasion that there be made available to him a cer- 
tified copy of the Articles of Incorporation of the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation, and Special Agent Spencer secured and forwarded to him a copy 
of these Articles on the following day. 

On February 11, 1947, Agents Spencer and Kelly again conferred 
with l?r. Donegan at his request, and at that time he advised that he had 
completed a preliminary draft of a complaint and checked with them as to 
certain factual matters as to dates of employment which he set out in the 
complaint. He was not overly optimistic at this time as to GREGORY’S chances 
of ultimate success in the event this claim goes to trial, but he again ex- 
pressed the oninion that he did not feel REYNOLDS could allow the matter to 
go that far because of the obvious embairrassing publicity that would result. 

It is tc be noted that his complaint as drawn contained no allegations of 
GRE.GORY'S association with Communist Party functionaries or any other 
material which might jeopardize the Bureau's position in the premises; neither 
was there any mention of the origin of the corporation's funds nor of PEYNOLDS' 
1 contacts with BRDWEER, et al. Mr. Donegan said he would make available to 
\this office copies of his complaint as finally drawn after it had been 
jverified by GREGORY. 

On February I 3 , 1947, GREGORY advised agents that she had that day

conferred with Mr. Donegan and had verified the complaint he had drawn, 
which asks a Judgment in total sum of $12,400* At the time of dictation of 
this letter, no advice has been received from Mr. Donegan as to whether he 
has as yet caused this summons and complaint to be served, nor have any 
copies been received. As soon as these papers are made available by him, 
however, they will be immediately forwarded to the Bureau. Mr. Donegan 
indicated that due to the congestion of the trial calendar in the New York 
Supreme Co\n*t, it will be at least a year before this matter could be brought 
on for trial. 

On February 14, 1947, GRECkDRT departed by Pan-American TTorld Air- 
ways for a three weeks’ vacation in San Juan, Puerto Rico, and it is not^ 
anticipated that there will be any necessity for her to be contacted during 
that period. It is to be noted, however, that this office did request the 
Bureau to instruct San Juan to secure hotel accommodations for her there, 
and she was told to contact Special Agent in Charge Schlenker telephonically 
upon her arrival there in order to secure current advice as to her ac- 
commodations .

- At 5:25 PM November 25, 1946, Charles Kraner was observed leaving 

«oom 249, Senate Office Building, the Patents Committee Room, and proceeding 
to the Ccanmodore Hotel, where shortly tiiereafter he was joined by Martin Popper, 
who has long been implicated in Communist activity and for many years has been 
a National Officer of the National Lawyers Guild, an organization i^liich has 
been subject to considerable Commumst domination* After a conversation lasting 
approximately three-quarters of an hour, Kramer and Popper departed and Kramer 
proceeded to the Dodge Hotel Restaurant where he joined the subject, Victor Perlo, 
who, it wi ll be recalled, has been an important Soviet Agenti, identified by tae 
informant Gregory, and who is a known close associate of Kramer. 

After dinner Kramer and Perlo proceeded to the office of Senator 
Claude Pepper in the Senate Office Building where they were joined by Irving 
Kaplin, a subject in this investigation, by Harry Magdoff, another subject in 
this investigation, and by V. Lewis Bassie, a contact of a number of the 
individuals identified by Gregory as Soviet espionage agents. 

Shortly thereafter Herbert Schimmel, who has been implicated in this 
investigation as a close and frequent contact of many of the subjects and who 
for a considerable period of time was Advisor to the Senate Ccmmittee on Atomic 
Energy, joined this group. In addition to his contacts with the subjects of 
this investigation, it is noted that Schimmel has long been involved in 
Communist activity. 

The individuals named above conferred in Senator Pepper's office for 
several hours and Kramer, Perlo, Kaplin, Magdoff, Bassie and Schimmel were 
observed leaving the Senate Office Building at 11:30 PM on November 25, 1946. 

As noted above, Kramer's contacts with various individuals involved 
in both Communist and Soviet activity have been consistent and prolific. It is 
interesting to note that on December 27, 1946, Kramer had lunch with Allan 
Rosenberg, also identified by the informant Gregory as an individual who was 
active while employed by the United States Government as a Soviet espionage 
agent. 


On the night of January 12, 1947, it is noted that Kramer and Herbert 
Schimmel spent considerable time at the residence of Lee Pressman, CIO counsel 
who has been in contact with a number of subjects in the Gregory case and who 
has long been deeply involved in Communist activity. It is noted that Lee 
Pressman's car was on this night parked in front of his residence and it appears 
obvious that he was conferring with Kramer and Schimmel,

Tou Trill recall that Philip Oliii Keeney, the husband of Mary 
Jane Keeney, is presently in Tokyo, Japan, as a civilian employee of the 
War Department making a survey and setting up a library system in Japan. 

Mary Jane Keeney is a former employee of the State Department who -was dis- 
charged in June 19i;6 as the result of infonaation furnished by the Bureau 
to the State Department in connection with her activities in the Gregory 
case. She is unemployed at the present time. Recent information has bean 
received over technical sources to the effect that she has been looking 
forward to joining her husband in Japan. 

On February 2U, 19U7, advice vras received from the State Depart- 
ment that Mrs. Keeney had applied for a passport on February 20, 19U7, for , 
the purpose of traveling to Japan to join her husband. A stop notice had 
been previously placed Tri.th the State Department by the Bureau. 

You will recall in your memorandum to the Director dated Decem- 
ber 16, 19U6, setting out the activities of both Mr. and Mrs. Keeney, you 
suggested and the Director approved that the facts as to Philip Olin Keeney 
be taken up -with Colonel Forney at the ITar Department for any action which > 
he may have desired to take. Subseiuently Colonel Forney advised that it 
might be possible to have Mr, Keeney dismissed from his civilian employment . < 

•with the War Department under Public Law 808, -which you -will recall 
authorizes 'the Secretary of War 'to dismiss from employment any indi-vidual 
■whose activities are ■un-American. Colonel Forney has requested ■that he be 
furnished -with a summary memorandum setting out the acti-vities of Philip 
Olin Keeney in order that some ac-tion in this r egaTii c an be taken.

It requested that the jU'-'i 
memorandum be delivered to Colonel Forney and that additional copies be delivered 
to the State Department for appropriate action concerning the passport application 
of Mary Jane Keeney. A copy of the blind memorandum was given to the State De- 
partment by Mr. 2. R, Roach, who advised the State Department that the _Bur eau_ 
would defer to the Ju dgment of the State Department in issuance or denial of a 
passport. , 

Special Agent S. W, Reynolds of the Liaison Section discussed this 
matter with Colonel Forney, who advised that he had ascertained that it would not 
bo necessary for Mary Jane Keeney to obtain a passport from the State Department 
to travel to Japan, Inasmuch as she was a dependent of a civilian employee of the 
War Department. He stated that he had ascertained that on February 19th Mary Jane 
Keeney had been issued a travel authority from the Adjutant General's Office to 
travel to Japan. He indicated that it was anticipated that Mary Jane Keeney 
would leave for Japan some time during April, 1947.
